(Died in 1826 at Worcester.)

This first of English vocalists, who for 
| thirty or forty years was a great and deserved 
| favourite with the public, was a native of 
Cornwall, in which county his father was a 
medical practitioner. At the age of eight 
years, he was articled to the celebrated 


cultivating the talents of his pupil, and young 
Incledon made rapid progress. His fine voice 
a favourite with all the lovers of music at 
| Exeter. He was, however, so averse to the 
restraint he was under at the Cathedral, that 





after six or seven years he left Exeter un- 
known to his friends, and entered in the year 
1779 asa sailor on board the Formidable, 


four years in the navy, and was in several 
engagements. His vocal abilities gained him 
the notice of many distinguished officers— 
among whom were Admiral Hervey, Lord 
Mulgrave, and Admiral Pigot—who, having 
found out how he had been brought up, ad- 
vised him to attempt the stage, and furnished 
him with letters of recommendation to 
Colman ; but the manager was blind to his 
merits, and the letters useless. . He was, 
however, determined in his stage pursuits ; 
and about 1783 joined Collins’s Company at 
| Southampton, and appeared as Alphonso, in 
the “Castle of Andalusia.” He continued 
here a favourite for twelve months, and 
'was invited to Bath, where he attained 
| his full popularity, his talents being cultivated 
| by Razzini with the utmost care. In Oct., 
1790, Incledon made his first appearance on 
a London stage at Covent Garden, in the 
| character of Dermot in “ ‘The Poor Soldier,”

The name of Incledon soon spread itself 
among the great body of the public, He 
had a voice of uncommon power, both in

TRICAL Lirg 1s TOLD BY O_p Mr. Grancer, 
to THE “ Dramatic GLow-worMs,” ON New 
Year’s Eve. 
(In Turke Parts.)

Part I. 

The “Sock and Buskin” was a tavern of 
rather ancient date, and had been in its palmy 
days the resort of literary and theatrical cha- 
racters ; but now the ‘* Sock and Buskin ” 
had dwindled away from its former greatness, 
and chiefly used by business men, for whom 
a glass of sparkling ale and a snack of bread 
In addition 
to these busy, bustling, business- driving men, 
who dropped in at the tavern now in ques- 
tion, were a few elderly men, who were 
“cronies,” and clerks, and warehousemen, 
who were wont to spend their evenings, after 
the toils of the day, in the snug little parlour 
of the ** Sock and Buskin.”

was none of your showy, gaudy, flaring, un- 
| comfortable structures, like those at the corner 
of almost every street. No! the “ Sock and 
| Buskin” was a comfortable, modest (modest 
| from its age), and quiet little house, where 
one might enjoy one’s self over one’s pipe and 
glass, without being driven into any ofthose dis- 
gusting Bacchanalian feasts that are,despite the 
convincing eloquence of Mr. J. B. Gough, so 
freely indulged in. ‘The tavern now under 
notice was a small house, with numerous 
small windows, the glass of a pale greenish 
cast. The frames of these windows were 
thick and clumsy, worm-eaten, and dirty to a 
degree of inches. ‘The entrance to the house 
was low, very low, there being two steps to 
go down before your cranium was beneath 
the roof. Over the door hung a sign-board, 
on which had been painted at some 
very distant period, by some __ illiterate 
painter, two of the Muses—the dramatic 
Muses, of course—Comedy and Tragedy. 
There, through much smoke and more dirt, 
with some little trouble to your visionary 
organs, the figures of Thalia and Melpomene— 
Thalia, with her crook and the mask, on the 
broad grin ; while her more grave and majestic 
sister, Melpomene, was duly provided with the 
usual goblet of “cold pisen,” and the un- 
sheathed dagger. Both of these figures were 
reclining gracefully on a supposed-to-be marble 
pedestal, around which was painted a tremen- 
dous lengthy scroll of parchment or paper. I 
should certainly feel inclined, if pressed to ex- 
press a suspicion, the scroll was of parchment ; 
for if of paper, it is a miracle how it could 
have stood the ill treatment it had met with, 
in the shape of storms and cleanings, deno- 
minated * rubbing ups,” at the hands of the 
pot-boy. On this scroll was inscribed the 
names of many of our dramatic authors and 
our actors of past ages, amongst which the 
most prominent were Shakspeare, Jonson, 
Davenant, Beaumont, Fletcher, Betterton, 
Massinger, Shirley, Garrick, and Booth. Now 
this sign-board hung in a very old-fashioned 
style—namely, on a bar of very fantastically 
scrolled iron—and swung and creaked on its 
rusty old hinges, as the sharp winds whistled 
up against it from the river Thames, running 
at the bottom of the street. The windows 











| of the bar, looking into the street, were quite 


in keeping with the windows in the other parts 
of the house, being very small and extremely 
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dirty ; but they were ornamented with some 
short red curtains, beer-stained and faded, 
and which were intended to hide from the too 
curious gaze of the passer-by the transac- 
tions and people of the bar. A few words 
more, and I shall have finished my exterior 
picture of this tavern. Over the door, and 
just below the dramatic sign-board, if I may 
be allowed such an expression, was an old 
lamp, which threw a somewhat dim and 
flickering light on the pavement below, and 
still lighted up the letters, painted on the 
glass, that told the pedestrian he was on the 
threshold of the “ Sock and Buskin.” 

But we are not yet at the “Sock and 
Buskin,” my kind readers, but we are on our 
way there; and as we proceed along the snow- 
covered streets, our ears are pleasantly saluted 
with merry, joyous, and ringing melody. 

Ring ding, ring ding, ring ding, dong. 
Rr-r-r-ring. Ah! merry are the peals that 
ring out from the grey old belfry of St. Cle- 
ment’s Danes in the Strand! The ringers 
up there in that dark and dusty old structure 
are hard at work, let me tell you, admiring 
listeners in the streets below, as they, with 
shirt sleeves rolled up, and their smiling faces, 
“pull away cheerily, not slow nor wearily,” 
ring the Old Year out and the New Year in. 
Yes! my kind reader, ’tis New Year’s Eve, 
and every inhabitant of this “snug little, tight 
little island,” will set old Somnus at defiance, 
and sit up, past ‘moral hours,” to see the 
Old Year out and the New Year in. 

’ Tis 10 o’clock, past meridian, and the City 
is just dozing, and a veil is drawn over the 
business of the day. All law offices have 
long since closed, and the ledgers of all agents 
and cashiers are laying on their shelves in 
“sweet repose,” and the gas is turned off, and 
the last spark of fire burned out in every 
office in the City. The counting-houses— 
but a short time since perfect beehives—are 
now sleeping quietly ; warehouses are bolted, 
barred, and locked ; and the heads of the 
“firms ” have long since rode home to their 
villas in their broughams, while the employes 
are now, perchance, listening to some strains 
of music at some popular “ free and easy,” 
and the married ones listening to their chil- 
dren’s prattle, and taking great delight in Mas- 
ter Walter’s education, who has just learned 
to spell the canine monosyllable dog, with 
the three letters—C A T. The only shops 
now open are tobacc» shops, oyster-rooms, 
coffee-houses, and cheap pie shops, whose 
usually gay fronts still retain the red-berried 


holly and slips of innocent-looking mistletoe, 

placed there on Christmas Day, and whose 
_hungry customers calm “their clamorous 
bowels,” by devouring, in the open streets, 
_a smoking and peculiarly savoury pie, ae 
/one penny. A few of the numerous book 
_ shops of the Strand are still open ; and over 
| the little odd lot of old rusty volumes by the 
door, marked “ This lot sixpence,” flares the 
fish-tail gas jet, like the illuminations of a 
greengrocer’s shop on a Saturday night.
